The  Great  Bridge  for  which  our  community  was 
named  was  built  long  before  the  Revolutionary  War, 
but  the  first  record  of  it  was  written  during  the  Revo¬ 
lution. 

The  Great  Bridge  reached  fame  when  the  Colonials 
defeated  the  British  in  the  battle  of  Great  Bridge. 

In  commemoration  of  this  event  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  have  erected  a  monument  on 
the  banks  of  the  canal  over  which  the  bridge  is  built. 

The  first  school  building  was  erected  in  1904. 

The  present  school  was  erected  in  1924.

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CLASS  HISTORY 


Throughout  grade  school  we  had  looked  with 
awe  on  high  school  as  something  remote,  almost 
unattainable,  and  now  that  we  were  there  on  that 
first  September  day,  all  54  of  us  felt  strange  and 
awkward,  as  though  we  had  reached  the  moon. 
There  were  schedules  and  classes  and  bells,  so 
that  we  never  knew  where  to  go  or  what  to  do. 
However,  before  long  we  were  organized  and  di¬ 
vided  into  two  classes  with  Mrs.  E.  L.  Bennett 
and  Mr.  Jack  Brothers  for  home  room  teachers. 
Officers  were  elected  at  the  first  meeting  on  the 
12th  of  September,  when,  for  Mrs.  Bennett’s 
home  room,  Marvin  Kiefer  became  president; 
M  artha  Brickhouse,  vice  president;  Charles 
Stallings,  secretary  (until  he  moved  and  Pat 
Lemmon  succeded  him)  ;  Louis  O’Neal,  reporter; 
Edith  Jennings,  treasurer;  and  Margaret  Stall¬ 
ings,  historian.  In  Mr.  Brothers’  home  room, 
Billy  Hodges  was  elected  president;  Ray  Old, 
vice  president;  Tommy  Davis,  secretary-treasur¬ 
er.  We  were  proud  freshmen  when  six  of  our 
girls,  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Martha  Brickhouse, 
M  arie  Godfrey,  Anne  Turlington,  Edith  Jen¬ 
nings  and  Margaret  Stallings  made  the  honor 
roll.  Our  first  Christmas  party,  held  at  the  Oak 
Grove  Community  Hall,  showed  us  how  much 
fun  we  could  have  together.  In  January  we  lost 
four  of  our  members,  Billy  Clarke,  Charles 
Stallings,  Thurman  Godfrey  and  Bruce  Mat¬ 
thews. 

On  the  26th  of  January  we  elected  our  officers 
for  the  second  term.  In  Mrs.  Bennett’s  room, 
M  orris  Taylor  was  elected  president;  Louis 
O’Neal,  vice  president;  Pat  Lemmon,  secretary; 
Jean  Bright,  treasurer;  Doris  Old,  reporter; 
Margaret  Stallings,  historian.  By  now  we  were 
beginning  to  feel  our  importance  as  the  class  of 
46  of  Great  Bridge  High,  the  only  class  of  ’46 
it  would  ever  have.  Mr.  Brothers’  room  kept 
their  old  officers. 

How  different  was  the  opening  of  our  second 
year  from  our  first!  Weren’t  we  sophisticated 


on  hand  to  greet  us.  Our  class  was  enlarged  by 
four  members,  and  our  officers  for  the  year  of 
’43-’44  were  Gordon  Old,  president;  Ray  Old, 
vice  president;  Marie  Godfrey,  secretary;  Doris 
Old,  treasurer;  and  Margaret  Stallings,  histori¬ 
an.  1'hat  Christmas  our  party  was  held  at  Mrs. 
Bennett’s  home.  It  was  a  farewell  party,  too,  for 
our  friend  and  teacher  was  leaving  us.  Our  new 
sponsor  was  Mrs.  Dorothy  French,  who  came  to 
us  from  Texas.  Many  times  that  year  we  held 
dances  and  went  bowling. 

Time  passed  and  we  were  juniors,  gay  and 
jaunty.  We  had  dwindled  down  to  only  32.  Mrs. 
John  H.  Williamson  was  our  temporary  director, 
while  our  officers  were  Archie  McDearmid, 
president;  Billy  Hodges,  vice  president;  Morris 
Taylor,  secretary;  Martha  Brickhouse,  treasurer; 
Jean  Downey,  reporter;  and  Margaret  Stallings, 
historian.  We  had  many  substitute  teachers  and 
were  very  grateful  when  Mrs.  Williamson  re¬ 
turned  only  to  finish  out  the  semester,  after  which 
our  new  teacher,  Miss  Nancy  Devers,  arrived. 
Our  Christmas  party  was  a  high  spot  in  the  year. 
We  well  remember  the  exciting  task  of  selecting 
our  Junior  play.  We  finally  decided  on  “Life 
Begins  at  Sixteen.’’  The  characters  chosen  were 
Richard  Pratt,  Betty  Morris,  Morris  Taylor, 
M  artha  and  Nancy  Calhoun,  Anne  Turlington, 
Pat  Lemmon,  Russell  Neal,  Martha  Brick¬ 
house,  Doris  Old,  Charles  Griffin,  Louis  O’Neal, 
Edward  Watkins,  Jean  Bright  and  Margaret 
Stallings.  After  much  preparation,  it  was  pre¬ 
sented  March  23,  and  went  off  with  a  bang. 

One  of  our  most  vivid  memories  is  the  Junior- 
Senior  Prom.  How  easy  it  is  to  recall  the  thrills 
and  problems  it  created  for  us.  There  was  the 
question  of  the  almost  bare  class  treasury  and  the 
best  place  to  hold  it.  After  much  discussion  and 
hard  work  we  found  ourselves  on  the  11th  of 
May,  1945,  actually  having  the  dance.  However, 
after  the  prom  our  money  problem  was  more  acute 
than  we  had  foreseen,  since  in  nailing  up  the  dec¬ 
orations  we  had  seriously  damaged  the  plastering 
of  the  hall  and  had  to  pay  accordingly. 
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Our  Chesapeake  Bay  hayride  and  weiner  roast 
is  another  one  of  our  sweetest  recollections.  We 
never  felt  gayer.  The  same  year  we  ordered  our 
senior  rings  and  pins  and  thought  them  too  beau¬ 
tiful  for  words. 

Now  we  are  Seniors.  We  began  this  long- 
awaited  year  September  9th,  1945,  with  29  mem¬ 
bers,  Mr.  Lewis  sponsoring,  and  regretfully  lost 
Martha  Brickhouse,  Richard  Pratt  and  Richard 
Vanderploeg.  Our  class  officers  are  Edith  Jen¬ 
nings,  president;  Nancy  Calhoun,  vice  president; 
Pat  Lemmon,  secretary;  Morris  Taylor,  treas¬ 
urer,  and  Margaret  Stallings,  historian.  T  h  e 
work  of  the  officers  seemed  to  be  a  larger  job  this 
year  than  ever  before.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
year  we  have  looked  to  June  and  graduation.  To 
this  end  we  have  worked  harder  in  our  studies 
and  joined  wholeheartedly  in  every  activity.  In 
November  our  home  room  mothers,  Mrs.  John¬ 
son  and  Mrs.  Calhoun,  gave  us  a  class  party  and 
weiner  roast  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Johnson.  There 
were  dancing  and  group  games  and  the  joy  of  be¬ 


ing  together.  When  our  rings  and  pins  and  an¬ 
nouncements  arrived  we  truly  felt  like  the  pro-

verbial  dignified  senior.  Our  annual  Christmas 
party  on  the  18th  of  December  was  highlighted  by 
a  hilarious  snowball  fight.  In  the  midst  of  such 
excitement  we  planned,  produced  and  presented 
on  February  8th  our  senior  play,  “My  Cousin 
from  Texas.”  The  actors  were  Pat  Lemmon, 
Russell  Neal,  Martha  and  Nancy  Calhoun,  Edith 
Jennings,  M  orris  Taylor,  Billy  Hodges,  Ray 
Old,  Donald  Johnson  and  Margaret  Stallings. 
Another  important  event  was  the  announcement 
by  our  sponsor  of  individual  averages.  Edith 
Jennings  is  our  valedictorian  and  Margaret  Stall¬ 
ings  our  salutatorian.  Anne  T  urlington  and 
Marie  Godfrey  took  third  and  fourth  places  re¬ 
spectfully. 

The  class  of  ’46  has  written  its  pages  in  the  an¬ 
nals  of  Great  Bridge  High.  Our  journey  is  at  an 
end,  but  we  are  inextricably  a  part  of  this  high 
school  of  ours.
